Moreover, there is the fecling 
that a’ separate commitment 
made between the Nato 
countries and the Com- 
munist . Warsaw Pact 
organisation would tend to 
create o false sense of 
security where none existed,

Minister's proposal does

and the suspension of 
nuclear tests. .
